SUBJECT s Reproduction of Material Originated in Another XAO Agency 


Introduction 

On S^June 1957 the IntoJJLigejiee Advisory Committee noted eurcl approved 
the following paragraph P. of the Second Annuel Report of the IAC Ad-Hoc Sub- 
Ooiffiiittee on Information Processing as a temporary procedural guide: 

"In order to handle intelligence reference date, by ftLnlcexd 
end other machines and equipment of advanced design,, the 
member Agencies of the Intelligence Advisory Committee are 
agreed among themselves that each of them may perform repro- 
duction for theme elves , or* for each, other , of foreign intelli- 
gence and Intelligence information, originally issued by any 
of them, provided that in every cat e the document was originally 
given general distribution to all JAG member, agencies, or 
originally was placed on a reading panel for all IAG member 
agencies to select from if they chcse so to do." 

The approval was subject to farther review by AHXP end pres ant ation of 
specific recommendations in this field, for consideration by the IAC at a sub- 
sequent meeting. In compliance with this direction the following Staff 
Study is submitted;

defense information shall, fee maintained at all times , in- 
cluding good, accountability records of classified defense 
information documents > and severe limitation on. the number 
©f such documents , originate!, ae well as fete number of 
copies thereof reproduced® ‘She number of copier of 
classified defense information documents shall be kept 
to a mlainm to decrease the- risk of conrprcmlee of the 
Information contained In such documents and the financial

"(c) Informa felon Originating in Another Department 
or Agency? 

"Except as otherwise provided by section 102 ©f the 
Rational Security Act ©f July 26, l&Vf* 3^3? 61 State 
k$Q g m amended 50 CtS.-C* se<:« WJ, classified referee in- 
formation originating in another department or egency shell, 
not fee iiasenlnat^d outside the receiving department or 
agency without th.2 consent of the originating department 
or agency® Document® and material containing defense in* 
formation which are classified Top Secret or Secret shall 
not be reproduced without the consent of the originating 
department or agency." 
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b» Section 102 of the Sational Security Act reads in part; 


"(d) For the purpose of coordinating the intelli- 
gence activities of the several Government departments 
and agencies in the interert of national security, it 
shall be the duty of the Agency., under the direction of 
the Rational Security Council »— »

C; - A Working Group on Reproduction Seeds of Advanced Equipment for 
Information Storage and. Retrieval mu designated by the Ad Hoe Sub-Oomaittee 
on Information Processing* An extract from the Pinal Report of that Working 
Group dated 10 July 1956 .. Subject; Minicard and the Application of the 
SMrd Agency Rule” is ass follows; 

Xn order to handle Intelligence references data by 
Mini card and other machines and equipment of advanced 
design, the member Agencies of the Intelligence Advisory 
Coned ttee txe agreed among themselves that each of them 
may perform reproduction for themselves, or for each 
other, of foreign intelligence and intelligence! infer® 
mation, originally issued by any of them, provided that 
in every ease the document was originally given general 
distribution to all IAC member agencies, or originally 
was placed on a reading pan it for all IAC member agencies 
to select from if they choas so to do, 

"to order to continue to safeguard all sensitive or 
other limit ed-dissemination materiel falling wi thin the 
spirit of the 'Third Agency Rulo”, the msmbsr agencies ore 
agreed, among themselves that such material will bear a 
special warning stamp which will exclude its ro production 
into the Mini card, or any other cooperative date handi i ng 
system at all times,” 
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The Department of State in a memorandum dated 8 October 1956, Subject: 
"Authorization for IAC Agencies to Reproduce Certain State Department Documents", 
accepted the proposal and added the following proviso covering the reproduction 
of documents: 

"1« That each IAC agency maintain a separate record of the 
SECRET documents and another of the documents of lower 
security classification which it reproduced for its own 
or for the use of the other IAC agencies. These records 
should not only identify line documents reproduced but 
should also specify the date aad the number of copies 
reproduced and their distribution outside the reproducing 
agency* 

"2. That copies of these records be submitted for the infor- 
mation of the Department on a monthly basis*"

3’ Discussion 

a* Executive Order 10501 Section 7, (c), implies recognition of an exception 
regarding the dissemination and reproduction of classified defence information 
originating in another department or agency by the Central Intelligence Agency* 

In the past the Agency has followed the practice of obtaining the consent of the 
orl^nating Agency prior to dissemination of that material to another department 
or agency. Such material has been microfilmed in order to accomplish the 
initial supply and subsequent retrieval necessary for intelligence production 
Recognition of the ability to retrieve rapidly is evidenced by the large number 
of requests for the interchange pf copies of documents by member 3 of the 
couBBunity. 

h. It is evident from the tenor of the rational Security Act of 1947, the 
Executive Order 10501, and the J?8Crp s a that there should be a free aad continuing 
interchange of intelligence and information within the Intelligence Community. 

c* TO accomplish this in a dexterous maar.ner requires that all the IAC 
Member Agencies be able to reproduce and disseminate the intelligence and 
Information in their respective ifiles as necessary in the interests of the 
national defense. 

d. It should be noted that Executive Order 10501, Section 7, (c) requires 
the consent of the originating algency when reproducing Top Secret and Secret 
material, thus implying that thefre is no prohibition of reproduction of Con- 
fidential material, Admlnstmtiw]fely Controlled material or tfaclaisified material.

&o That the IAC approve as permanent procedure the AHIP agreement as set 
forth in its Second Annual Report and restated below as 1* 

ba That the paragraph shown below as 2 be included in the approval of 
this policy;; 

1» "In order to handle intelligence reference data by 
Mtnicard and other machines and equipment of advanced 
design* the member agencies of the Intelligence Advisory 
Committee are agreed among themselves that each of 
them nay perform reproduction for themselves* or for 
each other* of foreign intelligence and intelligence 
information* originally issued, by any of them* pro- 
vided. that in every case the document was originally 
given general distribution to all IAC member agencies* 
or original Ly was placed on a reading panel for all 
IAC member agencies to select from if they chose so 
to do o'" 

2o "In order to continue to safeguard all sensitive or 
other limited-dissemination material falling within 
the spirit of the "Third Agency Rule"* the member 
agencies are agreed among themselves that such material 
will bear a special warning stamp which will exclude 
its reproduction into the Minicard or any other co- 
operative data handling system at all times®"
